his School-maſter could teach him no farther; and He- 
ing about to ſend him home with Commendations to his Father, he tear- 
ing the worſt, humbly beſought him, he would prevail, if poſlivic, with 
his Father, that he might be ſent to the Unyverſity, where he had 
deſire to learn the liberal Sciences. | 

His School-maſter denicd him not his Requeſt; and coming home with 
him, took the old Man aſide, and told him he had learned his Son as tar 
as he was able, and that he took it in extreamly well, and was deſitous to

he perceived in him, if he would be at a little Charge with him theic, 


he would be ſo great a Proficient, as would advance him to an eminent

and as he grew up, a great Reader of Books, and deſirous 
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The old Man heard this with ſome Indigaation, but concealed his An- 
ger till the School-maſter was gone, and then taking his Son to task, faid, 
How now, Sirrah! Have not I been at Colt enough with you already, 
but you are itching to put me to more? Methinks I have given you ſuch 
Learning as to enable you, in Time, to be a Conſtable or Church-warden 
of the Pariſh, and tar out-do thoſe in Office that can neither Read nor 
Write, let that then ſuffice; as for the reit, your Buſineſs, for the fu- 
ture, is to learn Horie-Language, and to whiltle well, that you may be 
dextrous at driving Plough and Cart, managing Sheep and Oxen; for, 
Sirrah, continued he, have I any Body elle to leave my Farm to, but you? 
And yet you take upon you, Forſooth, to be a Scholar, and conſequently 
a Gemleman (for they all profeſs themſelves fo, tho never fo beggarly, 
living lazilv, cating up the Fat of other Mens Labours.) Marry gaup ! 
Goodman 'I'wo-ihocs, your great Grandfather, your Grandfather and I, 
have thought it no ſcorn to dig and delve, and pray what are you better 
than us? Here, Sirrah; take this Whip, and go with me to Plough, or 1 
mall fo lace your fine Scholarſhip, that you had better thns had never been 
raentipned to me. | 
Young Bacon was much diſpleaſed, and highly grieved, but durſt not 
reply, as knowing his Father a very haſty choleric old Man; however, 
this Sort of Living ſo little agreed with his ſprightly Genius, that in a 
little Time he gave him the Slip, and going to a Monaſtery, making his 
Deſires known to the Superior, he kindly entertain'd him, and made him 
a Brother of the Society af Auguſtine Fryars; there he profited fo much, 
that in a few Years he was ſent to Oxford, to ſtudy at their Charge, where 
he ſoon grew fo great a Proficient, that his Fame ſpread not only in the 
Univerſity, but alſo over Exglaud, and came to the Ears of the King Ed- 
247d the Third, who then reigned, ang he taking a Progreſs with his 
Queen and Nohles, was defirous to ſee him, and have an Experiment ot his 
Act: So being at a Nobleman's Houſe, within four Miles of that City, 
he ſent a Gentleman o his B:d-Chamber, to defire him to come to him:

Well, ſaid Fryar Bacon, to convince you, LI will not only be 
there before you, ride as faſt as you can, but I will there ihew you the 
Cook-maid you lay with laſt, tho' now ſhe is buſy about dreſſing the Din- 
ner at Sir PVilliam Belton's, a hundred Miles diſtant from this Place: Weil, 
{aid the Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber, I doubt not but one will prove 


as true as the other; and fo mounting, rode laughing away, and thinking 
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to be at the King's Quarters in a ſhort Space, ſpurred his Horſe violently, 
but ſuddenly a Miſt aroſe, that he knew not which Way to ride, and 
miſſing the Way, turning down a By-lane, rode over Hedge and Ditch, 


- backward and forward, till the Charm was diſſolved. 


When the F. yar came into the King's Preſence, he did hi:n Obeiſance, 
and was kindly welcomed by him; then ſaid the King, Worthy Bacon, 
having heard much of your Fame, the Cauſe of my ſending for you, was 
to be a Spectator of ſome fine Curiofities in your Art. The Friar hum- 
bly excuſed himſelf at firſt; but the King preſſing it, promiſing on his 
Royal Word, that no harm ſhould come to him, he bid them all keep 
ſilence, and waving: his Magic Wand, there preſently, to their great A- 
mazement enſued the moſt melodious Muſic they had ever heard in their

thereupon the Place was perfumed with all the Sweets of Arabia, or that 
the whole World could yield: then waving it the fifth Time, cume in 
Ruſſians, Perſians, Polanders, with the fineſt ſoft Furs, Silks, and Down 
of rare Fowl, &c. which he bid them feel, and then the Strangers dancing 
after their own Country Faſhion, vaniſhed. | 

In this fort Fryar Bacon pleaſed their five Senſes to their Admiration, 


and high Satisfaction, ſo that the King proffered him Money, but he re- 


fuſed, ſay ing, He could. not take it: However the King preſſed on him 
a Jewel of great Value, commanding him to wear it as a mark of his Fa- 
vour : Whilſt this was doing, the Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber came 


in puffing and blowing, all bemired and dirty, his Face and Hands fcratch- 


ed with Buthcs and Briers. The King at this © zht demanded why he 
ſtaid ſo long, and how he came in that Condit: ? O plagne, ſaid he, 
take Fryar Bacon and all his Devils; they have d me a fine Dance, to 
the endangering my Neck; but here the Dog 1s. and I'll be revenged on 
him; whereupon he laid his Hand on his Sword, but Bacon wavi g his 
Wand, charmed it in his Scabbard that he cou! not draw it, ſaying, I 
fear not your Anger, it is beſt for you to be quiet, leſt a worſe Thing 
befal you: Then he told the King how he. had given him the Lie, when 
he told him he would be there betore him. VW hilſt he was thus ſpeaking,

in came the Cook-wench, brought by a Spirit at the Window, with a 
Spit and a roaſted Shoulder of Mutton on it; being thus ſurprized, as ſhe 


was juſt taking it up, and wiſhfully ſtaring about her, and eſpying the 


Gentleman, cried, O my ſweet Knight, are you here? Pray Sir, remem- 


ber your Promiſe to provide Linnen and other Neceſſaries for me, our 
ſtolen Pleaſures have ſwelled, and I have but two Months to reckon and 
hereupon ſhe made towards him to embrace him, but he turning aſide, 
ſhe was carried out at another Window tor her Maſter's Houſe again.

This cauſed Amazement and Laughter, though the Gentleman was much 
aſhamed and confounded, to be thus expoſed, ſtill muttering Revenge: 
But Fryar Bacon told him, his beſt way was to put up all, fince he Fad 


verified both his Promiſes, and bid him have a Care how he gave a Scho- 
lar the Lye again. | | 


The King and Q::cen much pleaſed with their Entertainment, highly 
COPE his Art, and promiſing him their Fayour and Protecti 


took their Leave of the Fryar, returning to London, and he to his Study 
at Bragen-Noſe College.

How Fryar Bacon put a comical Trick upon his Man Miles, who, pretending Ab- 
ſirnence on the Faſting- Days, concealed Viftuals in his Pocket to eat ina Cer- 
ner. How he ſaved a Gentleman who had given bimſelf to the Devil for 
Money, and put a Trick on the old Deceiver of Mankind. 3 

. Bacon kept a Man to wait on him, who, tho' but a ſimple 

Fellow, yet a merry Droll, and full of Waggeries; his Name was 

Miles, and tho' his Maſter and thoſe of the Order often faſted on ſet Days, 

Miles loved his Guts too well to pinch them, and tho' outwardly he ſeem'd - 
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to faſt for Compliance, he always kept a private Reſerve to Eat in a Cor- 
ner, which Bacon knew by his Art, and retolved to put a Tric upon him: 
It ſo happened on C- Friday in Lent, a ſtrict Faſt was held, and Miles 
ſeem'd very devout to keep it: For when his Maſter bid him take a Bit 
of Bread and x Sip of Wine early in the Morning, to keep him from fain- 
ting, he rctuiod it, laying, he was a great Sinner, and therefore ought to 
do more than this for his Mortification, and to gain Abſolution, makin 

4 great many Pretences of Sanctity, and how well inclined he was to keep 


the holy Fult; It's well, ſaid the Fryar, if I catch you not tripping. 


Hereupon Miles went to his Cell, pretending to pray, but indeed to eat 
a large Pudding he had concealed, which had no ſooner entred his Mouth 
at one end, but it ſtuck fait there; he could neither eat it, nor get it out 
the Uſc of his Hands failed, and he was taken with a Shivering all over;

Mile all this while was jeared and ſported with by the Scholars and 


Towns-People ; but after four Hours Pennance his Maſter diſſolved the 


Chann, and releafed him, and he ever after kept the Faſts, not ſo much 
ow of Religion, as for fear that a worſer Trick ſhould be put upon him. 
b l | WE | When 
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W hen Fryar Bacon flouriſhed at Oxford, a young Ocntleman by his Pro- 
digality having run out his Eftate, and much into Debt, grew exceeding 
penſive and melancholy, purpoſing to make himſelf away to end his Mi- 
ſeries, and the Scorns that were put upon him by hls former Companio 
and being utterly caſt off by his Friends; ſo walking by a W ood Side, ful 
of Sorrow, he met, as he thought, an old Man+in good Cloathing, who 
ſaluted him, and demanded the Cauſe of bis Melancholy, and why he 
walked to ſolitary. Ar firſt he refuſed to tell him, as thinking he would 
do him no good; but he urged it, and promiſing to aſſiſt him if he Wan- 
ted any Thing: He faid, I am in Want; I want fine Cloaths as I uſed 
to have; I want Money to buy Food, pay Debt, redeem my mortg P 
Land, and many Things more: Can you help me to enough to do it? I 
can, ſaid the old Man, on Condition. What's that? ſaid the Gentlem 
if it be any Thing tolerable, I ſhall not refuſe it; for I cannot be well 
worle, or in more Hardſhip than I am. Why, ſaid the other, the Mat- 
ter is not much; you ſhall only oblige yourſelf when I have furniſhed 


you with Money to do all that you have named, and you have paid every 


one you owe a Farthing to, to become obedient to me, and be diſpos'd of 
at my Plcalure. Now the young Man taking him for an Uturer, and very 
rich, ſuppoſed this Obligation was only a fetch to marry his Daughter, or 
ſome Kinſwoman of his, which he could be well contented to take, not 
doubting to have a good Portion, and ſcrupled not to yield to his Deſire. 
Upon this, he bid him meet him the next Morning about the ſame Time, 
where he would have the Writing ready, and upon ſigning, he ſhould 
have the Money; fo they parted, and the Gentleman delay'd not to be 
there, without asking Advice, and, was punctually met: But when he 
jaw the Writing in Blood he began to ſtart a little; but the old Man, as 
he ſuppoſed aim to be, told him, it was only a Whim of his own to have 
ic ſo written, to diſtinguiſh it from othef Mens, and put his Debtors 
more in mind to repay him the Noney he lent them.

bitterly to weep, and wiſhed he had rather been contented ia his poor 


Condition, than have taken ſuch a deſperate Way to enrich himſelf, and 
was almoſt at his Wits End. When I'ryar Bacon, knowing by his Art 
what paſſed, came to comfort him, and having heard the whole Story, bid 
him not deſpair, but pray and repent of his Sins, and he would contrive 
to ſhew the Devil a Trick that thould releaſe him from his Obligation. 
This greatly comforted the Gentleman, and he promis'd to do whatſoever 
he would order him. Then; ſays he, mect at the fer Time, and I will 
be near; offer to put the Decition of the Controverſy to the next that 
comes by, and that ſhall be myſelf, and 1 will find a Way infallibly 
to give it on your Side. Accordingly he met, and the Devil conſent- 
ed to pur it to Arbitration; then Friar Bacon appearing, Lo! ſaid the 
Gentleman, here is a proper Judge, this learned Friar ſhal determine it, 
and if it gocs aguinſt me you ſhall have - free Liberty to do with me as you 
pleaſe. = ſaid the Devil. Jhen both of them told him their Sto- 
ry, and the Writings were produced, with all the Acquittances he had 
taken; for the Devil, contrary to his Knowledge, had ſtolen them and the 
other Writings belonging to his Eſtate, out of his Cloſet: The Fryar well 
weighing the Matter, ask'd the Gentleman, whether he had paid the De- 
vil the Money he had borrow'd of him? No, reply'd he, not one Far- 
thing: Why then, ſaid he, Mr. Devil, his Debts are not diſcharged, you 
are the principal Creditor,. and according to this Writing, you can lay 
no Claim to him, 'till ſuch Time as every egg, ot his Debts are 
diſcharged.

O Fryar, thou art a crafty Knave.: And thereupon he vaniſh'd in a

Bacon charged him he ſhould never pay the Devil a Farthing ot his Debt,
